WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—Gen. 


Villa has informed the United States 
Government that he is willing to 
sign a truce of three months or more 
duration with his opponents during 
which time a peace conference shall 


be held, 

Gen. Villa, who has been in confer- 
ence at El Paso and Juarez with Major- 
General Scott, Chief of Staff of the 
United States Army, and American con- 
sular agents, expressed in a definite 
way his willingness to do anything that 
might bring about an early peace, ac- 
cording to reports from Government 
agents at the border today. 

Villa is understood to have ordered 
‘his commanders to avoid fighting and 
to evacuate places threatened with at- 
tack as evidence of a sincere desire to 
make peace. 

President Approves Appeal. 

President Wilson and Secretary Lan- 
sing conferred at length today on the 
Mexican situation. Details of yester- 
day’s conference in New York of the 
‘Latin-American diplomats were given to 
the President. 

Just before the Secretary went to the 
White House he announced that the ap- 
peal to the Mexican factions and leaders 
would not be sent today, as arrange- 
ments for its transmission by telegraph 
and mail ‘to remote parts of Mexico 
were not complete. 

The communication:-has been finished 
‘and signed and it has been approved by 
‘the President. State Department offi- 
clals Were preparing today the list of 
Governors and Generals to whom it is 
‘to be pent. 

‘With the return of the President it

Secretary Lansing de- 
clined to comment on Gen. Carranza’s 
letter of protest against the Pan-Ameri- 
can peace plan. He said no reply had 
been made. The latter, however, has 
not disturbed officials, for they are con- 
vinced that Gen. Carranza does not con- 
trol the opinion of the many Generals 
and leaders who are reported to be un- 
der his command.

peace plan and there is a hope that 
some of his hitherto close supporters 
will give their adherence to the idea of

Foreigners Safe, Says Carranza. 

Gen. Carranza issued from Vera Cruz 
today through his Washington agents 
a denial that any outrages either were 
committed or contemplated against for- 
eigners within his jurisdiction. Hts 
message said: 

“You may deny through the press 
that foreigners of any nationality are 
in danger in Mexico, for the Constitu- 
tlonalist Government offers and will 
give every sort of guarantee to the 
citizens of other nationalities, exactly as 
to Mexicans themselves,‘for the protec- 
tion of their lives and property.

THREATEN STRIKE 
FOR HIGHER WAGES 


Team Owners Refuse to Grant 
Demands; Say They Mean 
$140,000 More in Payroll. 


10-HOUR DAY ALSO SOUGHT 


Decision of Men’s Action to Be 
Made by International Presi- 
dent in Indianapolis. 


A strike of more than 1000 teamsters 
avd motor truck drivers, which would 
tie up the movement of freight in St. 
Louis and East St. Louis, is threatened 
as a result of the refusal by the Team 
Owners’ Association of the. men’s de- 
mands for a new wage scale. 

The increase asked for by the men, 
as stated to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
this afternoon by John Duggan, secre- 
tary and treasurer of the local branch 


of the International Protherhood of 
Teamsters and Chaufferrs, are: 

For drivers of one-horse wagons, $12.50 
to $14; two-horse, from $14.20 to $16; two- 
horse, more than 5000 pcunds, from $16 
to $18; three-horse, $17.20 to $22; four- 
horse, $18.40 to $25. 

The men also demand a 10-hour 
day instead of 12 hours, and no Sun- 
day work except between 9 a. m. 
and noon. 

Means $140,000 Payroll Increase. 

The wage increase demanded, the 
employerg hold, would mean an an- 
nual increase of $140,000 in their 
payrolls, and they hold that present 
conditions do not justify such an ex- 
péenditure. The value of the freight 
handled b ythese teamsters weekly 
is said to amount to $500,000. 

Duggan said the men’s demands were 
decided on at a meeting held July 27, 
and were presented to the team owners’ 
organization, of which George J. Tansey 
is the active head. At a meeting Aug. 
3, he said, Tansey was present and told 
the men no concessions would be made, 
and that the team owners would merely 
like to know the day when it was in- 
tended to begin the strike. 
Duggan said the men met two days 
later and decided to strike, subject to 
the International Board of the union, 
whtich has its headquarters in  In- 
dianapolis. D. J. Tobin, national presi- 
dent, in charge at Indianapolis, has been 
notified, and on his answer, Duggan 
said, the strike will depend. He did not 
know when he would be likely to hear 
from Tobin, he said. 

“Not Seeking Any Strike.” 
“We are not seeking any strike,’’ Dug- 
gan. said. ‘“‘We are merely trying to 
negotiate a satisfactory agreement with 
the team owners. . 
“We understand that the team own- 
ers have created a defense fund, antici- 
pating a strike, and that they !.ave ad- 
vertised in Chicago newspapers for 
negroes to come here and take the 
Places of the teamsters who are now 
working on the wagons.”’ 
The present wage scale was agreed 
to two years ago and expired July 
31. (When it was made the teamsters 
were given an advance of $1 a week. 


AMERICAN CONSUL AT MUNICH 
ATTACKED BY LONDON PAPER 


LONDON, Aug. 12.—A prominent po- 
sition is given by the Morning Post to 
ar attack upon E. St. John Gaffney, 
U. 8. Consul at Munich, for his alleged 
“unneutral, pro-German and anti-Brit- 
ish’’ attitude. 

The Post says he visited London some 
time ago to make Inqu'ries regarding 
German prison camps and ‘‘while enjoy- 
ing the hospitality of this country he 
was so loud in his expression of anti- 
British opinion that he gave offense to 
many persons stopping at the same 
hotel.”’ 

The Post charges that in other instan- 
ces also Gaffney used ‘‘his official posi- 
tion as a house-top for the proclamation 
of his personal prepossessions'’ which 
“is especially deplorable at a time when 
the United States is looking after the 
interests of British subjects."’

A cross - questions-and-silly-answers

Detective Calls. 
Last night’s events have disclosed that 
an operative for.a private detective 
agency had been prowling around the 
Thomas Horn home, in the hope that 
Henry might drop in to pay his brother 
a visit. Something seemed to tell the 
detective yesterday that Henry was 
there, so he approached the house cau- 
tiously and rang the bell. The house- 
maid answered. 
“Is Mr. Horn at home?” he asked. 
*‘You mean Mr. Thomas Horn?’ 
wet Se 
“No; he’s down at work.” 
The detective thought that ‘‘you mean 
Mr. Thomas” significant, so he asked if 
there were any other Mr. Horns there. 
In response to his further questions 
the maid admitted that Mr. Tommy 
Horn was then in the house asleep. 
Whether he thought Tommy sounded 
like Henry or reached the deduction 
that there couldn't be a Mr. Thomas 
Horn and a Mr. Tommy Horn in the 
same family is not known, but the de-

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DRAMATIC SCENES ON NIGHT 


WARSAW WAS EVACUATED 


Sky Flamed Red From Burning Military Build- 
ings and Railway Shops— Troops Jammed 
Bridges—Many Citizens Refuse to Flee. 


By Associated Press. 
LODZ, Russian Poland, via London, 


Aug. 12.—The City of Wursaw, the cen- 
ter of the recent colossal campaign for 
the Vistula line, suffered comparatively 
little from the battles which raged 
around it and from the process of its 
evacuation by the Russians. Althougn 
fears had been expressed that the Rus- 
sians in leaving the city might repeat 
the century-old precedent at Moscow 
and set the town on fire. they did not 
do so. The water, gas and electric 
plants were left in working order and 
only in Praga were the water mains 
damaged in several places by explo- 
sions. 


The Russians retired in such haste 
at the last moment that they omitted 
to carry out many measures they had 
planned. A whole park of automobiles 
and carriages which had been collected 
for removal was left behind. An order 
to carry off the church bells was only 
partially executed and many bells, even 
those in the principal churches, were 
left hanging. 

Residents Refuse to Leave. 

Most of the Polish residents of the 
city declined to follow the order to leaye 
with the Russians, generally escaping 
deportation by keeping cut of sight. 

The scenes on the night of the evac- 
uation were dramatic. At 10 oclock in 
the evening a series of extraordinarily 
heavy explosions was beard, signalizing 
the destruction of the forts. The sky 
over the city flamed red from burning 
military buildings and railway shops. 
The bridges were jammed with retiring 
troops or flooded with volumes of ar- 
tillery. 

At 5 o'clock the next morning the three 
Vistula bridges were destroyed. An 
hour later two, German officers rode 
coolly through the city in an automo- 
bile to the town hall, where they met 
the. chief of the Citizens’ Committee. A 
few minutes afterward patrols of cav- 
alry appeared, their lances decked with 
flowers and the men singing “Die Wacht 
Am Rhein.” 

From the scenes in the streets it 
might have been thought the event was 
a city festival. Crowds in gay summer 
attire thronged the thoroughfares, cheer- 
ing the entering soldiers,. while many 
offered them flowers. 

Many Casualties in City. 

Meanwhile from the river front and 
even from overhead, came the noise of 
exploding shrapnel shells and the whit 
of speeding bullets, Many casualties 
occurred in the city and ambulances 
were busy the entire day transporting 
the wounded to their homes or to hos- 
pitals. 

Municipal affairs are in the hands of 
a Citizen's Committee under the contro! 
of which a volunteer citizens’ police 
force has been formed to preserve order.

OFFICER TELLS OF 
WARSAW’S FALL 


Citizens Sipped Coffee in Cafes 
With Fighting 100 Yards 
Away, He Says. 

Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York Werild. 
LONDON, Aug. 12.—The  corre- 
spondent of the Daily News in Rot- 

terdam sends the following: 

A remarkable story of the German 
entry into Warsaw is confributed to 
the Vossische Zegung and the Ber- 
liner Morgenpost: by -a “highly 
placed officer.’’ It confirms reports 
of the completeness with which the 
Russians removed everything that 
would be of slightest use to the Ger- 
mans and provides a telling word 
picture of conditions’ in the city im- 


mediately after its evacuation. He 
writes: 


“Even while fighting was pro- 
ceeding in the streets the inhabitants 
sipped their coffee stoically at cafes 
only a few houseg away from the 
barricades. 

“Our car runs along the road of 
the Russian retreat toward Warsaw. 
Scorched fields, burned farms and 
villages fly past. On both sides of 
the road are wrecks of carts, sol- 
diers’ coats, cartridge cases here and 
there, boots and bread cafés. Many 
fresh graves also mark the road 
along which the Russian army went 
for its regrouping. Felled trees 
placed across the road as obstacles 
have to be removed by our men. 

“The German soldiers are standing 
on the green walls of the forts in 
which there was fighting this morn- 
ing. Then came the walls of the town 
and the fortress itself, earthen walls, 
with antiquated earthen works. 

People Leaving Suburbs. 

“In the suburbs there seems to be 
no end to the long etreams of refu- 
gees coming out by the same roads 
along which the German troops are 
marching into the town. Along the 
high sides of the road thousands of 
people are standing, witnessing the 
egtrance of the German troops. Then 
we go through an old gate into ola 
Warsaw itself, All the windows and 
the balconies of the high like 
houses are occupied. Hitherto, « 
heavy load had lain upon the town, 
probably because the anziety of the 
last few days as {to what scene 
would now be played in the world’s 
history, and what would happen 
when the Russians withdrew.

Terrific Fighting at Kovno, 

Meantime the Russian rear guards are 
fighting desperately, especially in the 
critical Dvina region, and at Kovno, to 
capture which the Germans are making 
a terrific sacrifice of men. 

It seems plain now. the Germans pur- 
pose no great demonstration in the 
West, but intend rather to press to the 
utmost their so far brilliantly successful 
Russian campaign on the theory that 
conditions in France and Belgium are 
such that neither the French nor the 
Brittsh immediately will attempt @ gen- 
eral offensive. 

During the lull tn activity on the front 
in France and Belgium the British pub- 
lic is looking to the Dardanelles to bring 
the relief Russia so badly needa, so the 
task of opening the straits remains 4 
difficult problem which some think may 
be solved only by a change in the Bal- 
kan situation. Both Germany and the 
entente Powers are exerting the hardest 
pressure on Bulgaria, as that country is 
considered to be the key to the situa- 
tion. 

Gen. Sir Ian Hamilton reports from 
the Dardanells that the area held by 
the entente allies in the Anzac Zone 
(territory held by Australians and New 
Zealanders) on the Gallipoli Peninsula 
has been nearly trebled. Five out of 
six guns in the Turkish Asiatic bat- 
teries are reported to have been put 
out of action by the French battleship 
St. Louis. 

Oceupted Ground Trebled. 

The official statement given out last 
night says: , 

‘The latest reports from Sir Ian Ham- 
iiton states that severe fighting contin- 
ued yesterday in the Gailipoll peninsu- 
la, mainly in the Anzac gone and in 
that to the north. The positions oc- 
cupied were slightly varied in places, 
but the general result is that the area 
held at Angac has been nearly: trebled 
owing chiefly to the gallantry and dash 
of the Australian and New Zealand 
army corps. 

“While to the north no further 
progress has been made, the troops have 
inflicted heavy losses on the enemy and 
the French battleship St. Louis is re- 
ported to have put out of action five 
of six guns in the Asiatic batteries.”

ASTRONOMY AND HIGHER

TRAIN GUNS ON GALLIPOLI 


Officer in Conning Tower Can Get Range to 
Fraction of a Second—Peninsula, De- 
serted, Devastated by Shells. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
GALLIPOLI PENINSULA, July 10.— 
There aré few houses on the Gallipoli 
Peninsula that have not been wrecked 
by the severe bombardment incident to 
the landing of the allied troops last 
April and there are no houses that are 
now inhabited. 

There are wheat fields waiting for the 
reaper and vineyards and olive groves 
where work might be done. In the vil- 
lages, the few remaining shops stand 
idle. From the harbors along the Dar- 
danelles and Gulf of Saros the boats 
have vanished, and the nets of the fish- 
ermen have dried in the hot son a long 
time. 

Out on the flelds the crude plows and 
harrows lack” oxen. The windmills are 
ruins or have had their canvas sails 
stripped by shot and shell. 

Town, village and countryside have 
been deserted by their populations. The 
picturesque civilian garb of Turk and 
Greek has disappeared and instead ev- 
erywhere the dull olive drab and hardly 
brighter khaki uniform of the Turkish 
soldier. . 

This is the Gallipoli Peninsula today. 


Shells by Tens of Thousands. 


The British and French ships have 
thrown tens of thousands of heavy 
shells on the narrow strip of land, Mai- 
Gos and Noulain have been razed. 
Kirthia is a heap of ruins and Gallipoli 
stands as a monument to what modern 
artillery may do. To any ef these must 
be added every other town, village and 
hamlet on the peninsula, and they are 
by no means few in number. 


The expenditure of artillery and ae- 
roplane ammunition of the British and 
French has been enormous, and waste- 
‘ful. This morning a British cruiser 
threw into the town of Gallipoli, exactly 
101 shélis—a sort of salute to Czar Mars, 
bécause there is nothing in Gallipoli to 
call for such an extravagance with the 
taxpayers’ money. At another point, 
néarby, % shells were hurled. Both 
bombardments resulted in a bag of one 
shepherd wounded. 

But the bombardment was a fine ex- 
hibition. For the greater part of an 
hour it kept the echos of the Gallipoli 
hilis busy. Then the cruiser steamed to 
other porte—to one of the islands iu 
the Aegean, where its crew may be en- 
joying a good rest at this moment. 
Not a sqaure foot of ground on the 
peninsula is safe against the British 
ship artillery fire, though @ugouts help 
The British gunners staft early—about 
6:15 o'clock in the morning. Why, no- 
body. knows. Light conditions for them 
would bé best late in the afternoon, 
when the sun illuminates the hilis of tha 
peninsula from the southwest, when, Iu 


a pinch the artillery officer of the 
bombarding ship can make splendid use 
of it. If the land marks on the coast 
do not suit his purposes well enough 
he can establish to a fraction of a geo- 
graphical second just where he is, 
measure distance between gun and tar- 
get on his map, shout certain numbers 
to his crews in the turret and—bang! 

The proceeding is simple enough and 
the landscape of the peninsula, were it 
a sentient being, would know it. The 
peninsula gives the impressior of a 
pest of very large and exceedingly ac- 
tive moles having. visited .it—together 
with a violent earthquake. Seen from 
an elevation, located anywhere, the 
hills, slopes and narrow valleys appear 
to have broken otit in a sort of bad 
rash. 

Daily the rash increases. A few days 
ago the Associated Press correspondent 
was waked at 6:15.a, m. by heving a 
shell explode inconveniently close— 
through the canvas wall of the tent 
in which he slept, or. had Slept until 
that moment. Other shells came, and 
before the British cruiser deigned to 
be silent more than 80 shots had land- 
ed both far fromm and near to the tent. 
But by that time the correspondent lay 
snug in a bombproof. 


If it isn’t artillery that Spoils the 
Gallipoli landscape it ig the busy 
aeroplanist’'s bomb. The allies have 
many flyers and all of them are bent 
upon making life on the peninsula 
as precarious as possible. Every day 
these birds of ill oman come, and they 
all throw bombs, some explode with 
one bang, others do the trick in three 
installméents—in a sort of ripping 
crash that makeg the sound of strik- 
ing lightning a pé6or imitation of 
what man can do in that line. 

Landscape Suffers. 

The hole left by the aerial bomb 
js not largé. But the landscape suf- 
fers nevertheless. Everything within 
@® generous radius of the éxplosion 
goes down. The grass vanishes under 
the hot withering breath, and bush 
and trees aré snapped like so many 
dry twigs. 


To the British bombarding ships 
the Turks pay rio heed—for good rea- 
sofis. The bombardments are carried 
On from so long a range that the 
Turkish batteries cannot reach thése 
disturbers of the idyllic peace, but 
the aeroplane can be given at least 
a little attention. The hum of its mo- 
tor is hardly heard when certain bat- 


_teries get ready. But to get an aero-« 


plane down is largely accident, and 
the aviator knows it. So on he sails 
and just to return compliments he 
drops a bomb when he imagines he 
is over the offending battery—wnhish 
he hardly ever is, according te two 
weeks’ experience of the Associated 
Press correspondent. 

What goes into the air must come 
down again. The law of gravity makes 
no exception, even in the case of shrap- 
nel. So if the bomb of the aviator has 
missed you, the fragments éf the 
shrapnel may not. It takes Turkish 


nerves to stand a sojourn on the pénin-

Splendid Summer Weather. 

Splendid summer weather prevails on 
the peninsula. The sun is hot enough. 
but the proximity of two large bodies 
of water keeps the breeze _ stirring. 
There the alternate spelis of wind to 
the Black Sea and wind to the Mediter- 
ranean. .It is cool even in the middle of 
thé day under the pines and cypresses, 
though the shade of the latter is 
scant thing and to keep in it one must 
keep shifting every few minutes. The 
slender cypress of these parts serves 
better as the column of a sundial than 
a parasol. The pine is better, and in 
addition has the admirable quality of 
permitting the person resting under its 
fragrant roof to watch the aeroplanes 
properly, or at least make sure that the 
bumming noise is not merely that of 
an industrious little bumble bee instead 
of an aeroplane—all of which tends tc 
make life_on the peninsula less unat- 
tractive. 

But nature does not mind a few 
scars. In the pine brakes the aromatic 
rosin floors and the needles emit their 
pungent fragrance at the coaxing of a 
warm sun. On the crest of the hills 
and against the gentler slopes, yellow 
wheatfields imitate the blue waters of 
the Dardanélles and the Aegean is show- 
ing waves under the impulse of the 
breéze. Cypresses sway and high as 
heretofore, the birds sing and the grass- 
hoppers chirp—all tokens that nature at 
least, is in sfatus quo. 

There are many nightingales on the 
peninsula—when the sun has set they 
begin their songs, generally cut short 
by a rénewal of the fighting. 

Every night there is fighting with ma- 
chine guns, rifle, bayonet, knife, hand 
grenade and life destroying chemicals. 
Now and then somebody springs a mine 
bésidés. The noise of this sort of bat- 
tle is not particularly great even at 
short distances from the two arenas. It 
moves over the ancient hills softly— 
spasmodically. The dull and equidistant 
raps,of the machine guns are followed 
by the sharp and regular cracks of 
he rifles, while exploding hand grenades 
punctuate as it were, the sentences of 
the paragraph of history that is being 
written. 

Thus passés the night and at cock’s 
crow peace comes and lingers until the 
man in the conning tower can read his 
map and establish angles and degrees 
for his large calibers.

“It is an éxtraordinary scene. There 
in front of us the Russian positions, on 
the opposite bank, aré clearly visible ty 
the naked eye.

We turn arotind 
and have in front of us the life of the 
big city. At yondér corner is a big 
cafe. Men and women Are sivping their 
coffee as if ic were in peace time, many 
of them reading newspapers and a few 
houses away death is seeking its prey. 

“On the balcony is a woman in fash- 
ionable dress, with a nook in a heavily 
jeweled hand. Now and then she casts 
a glance at the fighting on the other 
side of the Vistula. We can scarcely 
tear ourselves away from the spot. 

“Thin smoke rises on the other side 
of the river, where the Russians are 
continuing the work of destruction. Pub- 
lic buildings are empty, all furniture, 
éven to the cuspidors, have gone. Empty 
walls and empty rooms are everywhere. 

‘Means of communications have been 
carried away. Telephone and telegraph 
apparatus of all kinds is gone. Every- 
where, even in the private houses, there 
is @ gaping emptiness. The Russians 
felt that they would have to give up 
this fortress, perhaps, forever. 


“Evening comes, lights appear, and 
the various occupations of the city are 
continued as usual. We leave the town 
with difficulty, forcing,our way through 
columns of men and road trains. Still 
long streams of refugees continue to 
flow away from Warsaw. We still 
hear the rattle of machine guns and 
now and then the fire of a big field gun.

“These little states,”” says the Graphic,

own quarrels than with the sigantic 
struggle between the Teutonic Powers 
and the allies. They are so intent on 
quarreling that they refuse to take 
joint action against a common peri.” 

After ekpressing profound admiration 
for the courage of the Servians, the Ex- 
press says: 

“They will be ill-advised tf they allow 
any exaggerated care for their self-es- 
teem to hinder a settiement with Bul- 
garia which must materially hasten the 
end of the war. The fall of Constantl- 
nople means the breaking up of the 
Austro-Hungarian empire.” 

The Mail expresses the hope that the 
meeting of the Servian Parliament Mon- 
day will show that the present answer 
is not final, but says that, in view of the 
local enmities and dissensions in the 
Balkans, it would be over-sanguine to 
expect any immediate development. 

“Both political and strategic consid- 
eration,’’ says the Daily News; ‘‘make 
Bulgaria the deciding factor in the Bal- 
kan situation and the closing of the dis- 
cussion between Nish and Sofia would be 
unfortunate in the extreme.”

_ Argentine Message toe Carranza. 

The text of a dispatch sent to Gen. 
Carranza by Senor Murature, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs for Argentina, in re- 
sponse to a protest to the President of 
Argentina by Carranza against foreign 
interference in Mexican affairs, follows: 

“The President of the republic has re- 
ceived the telegram addressed to him 
on account of the conference held in 
Washington between the Secretary ef 
State and the representatives of various 
American countries calling the atten- 
tion of the Argentina Government to the 
dangers which may résult from a pol- 
icy of interference in thé internal af- 
fairs of that country. 

“IT am directed by the President to 
reply to you that the Argéntiné Gov- 
éernmént in having a représentative at 
that conference had dene so hot only 
in aeceordance with its traditional pol- 
ley of respéct to other éovereignties but 
also to reaffirm it in the casé of a prob- 
lem which by affecting the destinies of | 
Mexico will équally effect the gsréat 
American family. 

“The above mentioned conference has 
been based from its inciplency on the 
understanding that any act or design 
which might mean an interférencée ih 
the Internal affairs of Mexico should be 
eliminated beforehand and, above all, 
any purpose of armed § irtervéntion. 
Once the opinion of all were united 
within this fundamerital tdéa, the Wash- 
ington conference obeys a lofty inspira- 
tion of Pan-Ameérican solidarity, and 
instead of finding any cause for alarmi, 
the Mexican people shoiild see in it a 
proof of thé friendly consideration that 
her fate evokés in us afid calls forth our 
wishes for her pacification and develop- 
ment.”

LONDON. A ug. TS. —Purehase by Eng- 
land of the entire cotton crop of the 
United States to prevent any from fall- 
ing into Germany's hards to be used 
im the manufaeture of high explosives, 
is the stupendous war measure just pro- 
posed by Lord Beresford. 

This startling solution of a serious 
problem .which just now is engaging 
English statesmen was made in 4 let- 
ter read last night at a meeting held 
here to umpress upon the Government 
the necessity of declaring cotton ¢on- 
traband of war. Lord Beresford suz- 
gested that the British Government re- 
sei the American cotton crep, even if 
at a lose 

At the meeting Sir William Ramsay, 
the eminent scientist declared cotton was 
the only substance required for the 
manufacture of munitioas with which 
the Germans could not supply them- 
selves. He said no chemical products 
can take the place of cotton im pro- 
pulsive amrmaunition and that emmun!- 
tion made from used cotton is not 
as effective a# that made from unused 
cotton. |

and intimating that negotians with the 
United States on this subject were pro-

Sir Charlies Marcara, president of the

“We must utilize our command of the 
highways of the sea both practically and

ithat while substitutes for cotton could 


be used in making nitrocellulose, none 
of them had what was called the “bal- 
lastic power” of cotton and if anything 
else were used by the Germans it would 
necessitate enlarging the ehambers of 
their guns and altering the sights of 
their rifles, an expedient which not even 
Germany could be prepared to adopt in 
the course of a great war. 

Cetten Getting to Germany. 
He declared that cotton was going 
|inte Germany by devious routes. It waz 
eold, he said, to Dutch and Swedish 
companies under a guarantees that it 
would not be sold to Germany or Aus- 
tria. While technically thie guarantee 
was not violated, Sir Willlam contended 
it was in reality a subterfuge, for the 
Dutch and Swedish consignees sold the 
shipments to Swiss eompanies, who in 
turn sold them to Great Britain's ad- 
versaries. 

The estimate was made by Sir William 

that 1000 tons of cotton are used every 
day of the war and he protested that’ 
it was grossly Onfair to English soldiers 
and their allies that Great Britain should 
continue to supply Germany with this 
commodity. 
, ‘Had cotton been stopped at the be- 
ginning of the war,'' he said, “we might 
reasonably expect to see the war near- 
ing an end.” 

“Cotton is still entering Germany,” he 
udded. “She might just as well be al- 
lowed to import shells. Neutral powers 
stiould be informed that we intend to 
tiaintain our maritime rights as a bel- 
ligerent. Of what use to us is the 
mastery of the sea unléss we profit by 
its advantages? ' 

“We don't wish to hamper thé trade 
of the great English-speakiig nation 
across the Atlantic. There are difficul- 
ties, but difficulties were created to be 
faced.”

FORCE OF 200,000 NEEDED 


“Neutrality Out of Question,” 
Says Robert Bacon, Once 
Ambassador to France. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PLATTSBURG, N. Y., Aug. 12.—Ma- 
jor-General Leonard Wood of the 
United States army told the 1100 busi- 
ness men gathered in the military 
training camp near here, yesterday, 
that the volunteer system in this coun- 
try was a failure; that the country 
neéded a standing army of 200,000 men; 


that the country could not depend upon, 


. ‘“ynknown people” for its defenders 
and that it was for the business men 
‘ such as were assembled here to see that 
the proper legislation was passed to 
overcome the unpreparedness that the 
General evidently had in mind. 

It was ‘‘fighting talk’’ that Gen. Wood 
gave the men in camp. He seemed 
‘thoroughly in earnest and there was 
nothing of the jingo in his manner, It 


was straight from the shoulder, unex- 
purgated war talk, with‘a little slap at 


William J. Bryan and the other paci- 
' fists and a bitter denunciation of those 
who seemed to think that armies were 
‘ /°* brought into being over night. 
| The men who are gathered here to 
take a month's training in soldiering are 
; business men and they are learning 
: . their new business rapidly. Ostensibly, 
at least, the camp is a peace camp 
and it has been stated time and again 
that its organization was not in any 
way due to our present international re- 
lations. However that may be, it: is 
true that Gen. Wood, Capt. Halsted 
Dorey and Private Robert Bacon, once 
United States Ambassador to France, 
and former Assistant Secretafy of 
State, all sounded today a decidedly 
pessimistic note with war as their topic 
and the belief in war as their theme. 
Gen. Wood addressed the “students” 
after mess. The men, nearly the whole 
1100 of them, were gathered on what 
Ought to be called the parade grounds, 
~but isn’t. They sat around in a great 
circle and listened. Applauding now 
3 and then and laughing occasionally, 
f ae they took what the General had to say 
-very seriously. 
“Perfectly Asinine Statement.” 
“T want to say a word to you regard- 
/ ing our method of raising an army and 
the fallacies of it,” said Gen. Wood. 
“The perfectly asinine statement has 
been made that we can raise a million 
men between sunset and sunrise. This 
assembly of you men here at this camp

When it was seen by the business men 


| in what direction the General's remarks 
. were taking, the ‘‘recruits’’ pricked up 
ee their ears. 
2 “There are many amiable old ladies,”

you have responded to the call of th 
wild and that that is all that this as- 
semblage means. Personally, I hope. 
that it means the beginning of the re- 
sponse of as many males as we have 
left. 

“The systém of volunteers has always 
been a failure. Gen. Washington warned 
us, earnestly, even in his day, against 

_ depending upon volunteers for our na- 

_ tional defense. It might have been well 
enough in his day to depend to a very 
large extent upon volunteers, for the 
ocean then meant isolation for us. But 
now, when the ocean is only five days 
wide, it is instead of a means of isola- 
tion a ready means of access."’ : 

“The nations of whose actions we are 
apprehensive are prepared. The nations 
who are coming to us are ready. We 
can take care of the little ones in our 
own good time, although we may be a 
‘bit slow in getting to them (laughter), 
but, returning to the question of arma- 
ment, I would’ point out -to you that 

‘We never got a full quota of volunteers 
in the Spanish-American war: both the 
Confederates and the United States Gov- 
ernment were forced to resort to the’ 
draft system in 1862 and today we can- 
not depend for our defense upon the 
good will of the unknown people who 
are coming tc us from everywhere.

Lord Roberts’ Prophecy. 
“Field Marshal Lord Roberts of En- 
gland, much mere than a year ago, 
warned his country of its unprepared- 
ness. He stated, in almost so many 
words, that the day would come when 
England would realize that it was not 
ready for the war it would eventually 
have to participate in. The day he died 
he said that the day he had spoken of 
had come, and his prophecy had been 
fulfilled. What Lord Roberts said of 
England is true today of America. 

“My idea is that we in this country 
do not want to look for trouble. At the 
same time I think we should take a 
stand and let the world know what our 
attitude is. In the present conflict we 
should take some position, for neutral- 
ity is out of the question; it is impos- 
sible. 

“We cannot accept the assurances of 
nations ‘whose own people tell us that 
they will not be bound by any treaties 
if emergencies of war arise which, to 
their minds, necessitate the violation 
of those treaties.”’

Declared to Be Operating Under 
the “Plan of San 
Diego.”’

BROWNSVILLE, Tex., Aug. 12.—Ac- 
tion by the Federal Government in re- 
sponse to the appeal to President Wil- 
son made by Gov. Ferguson of Texas, 
who asked for an increase of troops 
in the Lower Rio Grande Valley, was 
awaited today by officials who so far 
have not been successful in préventing 
the depredations of Mexican ranch raid- 
ers, who have caused the deaths of 
nearly a score of persons in this sec- 
tion. Gov. Ferguson, in his appeal, de- 
clared the situation was perilous, and 
was doubtful of the ability of the State 
forces and local officers to maintain 
control. 

Citizens of Brownsville and other bor- 
der cities do not agree with Gen. Fun- 
ston that the troubles were due to po- 
litical feuds in this section and pro- 
tests against his statements continue to 
reach here. 


“Plan of San Diego.” 

Considerable evidence is brought for- 
ward that the raiders are organized into 
several bands, working under the plan 
of San Diego, a movement started a 
year ago at San Diego, Tex., where 
resolutions were passed declaring for the 
wresting from the United States of a 
strip of territory along the border to be 
added to Mexico. 

While the situation was expected to be 
partly relieved by the arrival in this 
section of the Third Battalion, Ninth 
Infantry, sent from Laredo yesterday, 
expressions of officials generally were 
that it would require more soldiers to 
suppress the movement. The zone of 
operations of the raiders was widened 
to a-large extent in the last 24 hours, 
although few reports of depredations 
have reached here. 

In Clash North of Browneville. 

The latest meeting-of the raiders with 
troops was reported from Katherine, 
Wallacy County, 80 miles north of 
Brownsville, where a band of 30 or more 
Mexicans attempted a daring raid on 
the one store of the town. They were 
frustrated by a dozen United States 
soldiers stationed in the store, who fired 
on the bandits, wounding two, it was 
believed. 

Three more Mexican outlaws were 
today added to the list of killed in 
skirmishes near Mercedes, Hidalgo Coun- 
ty. It was not reported whether sol- 
diers, county officers or rangers were 
in the fight. Officers have adopted a 
policy of refusing to give details of 
fighting in which they are: concerned. 
This is said to account for the lack of 
confirmation of a report that eight other 
Mexican raiders were killed in Hidalgo 
County since Friday. 

E. P. Naffarette, Carranza commander 
at Matamoras, denied today that 1000 
of his men would enter Texas to incite 
uprisings against the Americans, and 
gave for his reason that he has had only 
(00 men between Aldamus and the mouth 
of the Rio Grande. He charges that 
the brigandage in Texas is caused by 
Huerta followers in anticipation of Car- 
ranza’s recognition by the United States, 
and expresses his willingness to c0-oper- 
ate with American authorities in cap- 
turing and returning to. the United 
States any bandits who may cross into 
Mexico. 

Three companies of United States 
troops from Laredo reached Brownsville 
this morning, the fourth company of 
the battalion having been detoured at 
Kingsville.

Strengthening of Border Force Would 
Take All the Regular Troops, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—War Depart- 
inent officials today awaited word from 
Major-General Funston as to whether 
he needed additional troops along the 
border to deal with the Mexican raiders. 

Further strengthening of the border 
forces would take virtually all available 
regular troops in the country. There 
are said to be 12,000 men available for 
that purpose. Gen. Funston has ready 
on the border and at Texas City about 
17,000 troops. 

The American trooper killed near 
Mercedes, Tex., last Tuesday night 
in a battle with raiders, was Private 
Leo C. Windhaus, Troop C, Twelfth 
Cavalry, according to a report today 
from Gen. Funston.

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HAVE HAD OFFER

Petrograd Newspaper Tells of 
Peace Terms Suggested by 
Germany. 


By Assoctated Press. . 

PETROGRAD, Aug. 12.—The Novo 
Vremya, confirming reports that peace 
overtures were made to Russia by Ger- 
many, says Germany offered Russia Ga- 
licia and the Dardanelles with a guar- 
antee of the integrity of all Russian 
frontiers, stipulating that Russia should 
not oppose the cession of Egypt to Tur- 
key nor Interfere with Germany’s free 
hand in making peace with Russia's 
allies. 

The Novo Fremya, discussing the the- 
ory that Petrograd is the real objective 
of the German offensive, says: “There 
ix an enormous difference between the 
war of 1812 and the present conflict. The 
Germans are hurling against Russia the 
equivalent to seven such invasions as 
that of Napoleon and supported py the 
latest technical appliances, whereas in 
1812 the Russian army in the latter re- 
spect was fully on a par with the 
French. 

‘ihe Germans are infinitely better 
posted as to the position of Russia than 
Napoleon, ard they are incapable of 
regarding Moscow as the key to the 
empire. They know that Petrograd is 
the political center and it is on!ty half 
as far from Riga as Moscow. It is only 
a night’s rai:-way Journey between Riga 
and Petrograd, and the distance of 250 
miles over good roads and two lines of 
railway does not offer insuperable dif- 
ficulties. This is no second war of 1812, 
but something far more serious.”’ | 

The Rech advises the population of 
Petrograd that air raids on the capital 
are likely in che near future and that 
a hostile cavalry force may possibly 
get near the capital. It says, however, 
that there is ne fear of anything fur- 
ther at present. 


German Interests Said to Want to 
Retain Control Over Belgium. 
PARIS, Aug. 12.—What purports to be 
the text of a confidential memorandum 
sent to the imperial German Chancellor 
—Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg—on May 20 
by representatives of German manufac- 
turing and agricultural associations, is 
published by the Temps. The memoran- 
dum, according to the newspapers, cov- 
ers financial, territorial, industrial and 
military concessions to be demanded of 
the entente allies as Germany’s terms 
for peace and to insure the development 
of a greater Germany. It is signed by 
the following men, who are prominent 
in the life of the German empire: Dr. 
Roesicke of the Agrarian League, Va- 
chorst von Wente of the German Peas- 
ant League, Baron von Twicke! of the 
Association of Westphalian Peasants, 
Herr Rouger of the Central Germany 
Manufacturers’ League, Herr Friedrichs 
of the Manufacturers’ League and Prof. 
Eberle of the Union of the Middle 

Classes of the Empire. 

The memorandum, after calling for 
peace terms which would insure the 
development of greater Germany and 
‘guarantee an amelioration of the bases 
of the German empire,” says: 

“A peace which has not these results 
will render new struggles inevitable at 
an early date, but with the chances 
much less favorable for Germany.”’ 

Referring to Belgium, it says: ‘“Be- 
cause it is necessary to assure our cred- 
it on the sea and the future military 
and economic situation with respect to 
England, because Belgian territory, so 
economically important is closely linked 
with our principal industrial territory, 
Belgium should be from monetary, 


to the legislation of the empire. Its 
railroads and waterways should be 
most closely linked with our communi- 
cations.”’

It Means Hard Work by Regu- 
lar Army and Reserve Corps 
of Pure Milk League. 


One year ago today the Post-Dis- 
patch Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund 
totaled $3163.68. Today it is $2391.89. The 


difference against this season 1s $771.79. 
Ten days ago the difference was about 
$1200. There has been splendid progress 
during, this period, the recovery amount- 
ing to ‘between $400 and $500. Continuing 
that same measure of auvance, the cur- 
rent season will, by Sept. 1, show at 
least as large a sum devoted to the 
cause of the tenement district babies as 
did last, with perhaps something to the 
advantage of this one.

It 
is because the Post-Dispatch knows, 
as part of the machinery through 
which the pure milk and free 
ice reach the babies,’ that the 
needs are widespread, and, in many in- 
stances, vitally urgent. Close touch 
with the St. Louis Pure Milk Commis- 
sion and the Free Iee and Diet Circle 
of King’s Daughters is maintained, and 
from many quarters appeals come direct 
from mothers and others’ especially 
concerned over the welfare of little ones 
who are uninformed as to the course to 
pursue to obtain the essential articles. 

There is a great deal yet to be ac- 
complished in the way of building the 
Fund to provide with fullness for the 
requirements certain to exist until well 
along in October. Within a few wees 
the opening of the schools will severely 
handicap the young people in that un- 
dertaking. To this end the grown 
people of the community are invited to 
constitute themselves a Reserve Corps, 
to ‘take to themselves the privilege of 
being a part of the force striving to 
save to parents and the nation the 
young lives which are going through a 
critical period.

From Russia. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—Orders from 
the belligerent governments continue [9 
pour into American industrial compa- 
nies. It is announced that the new con- 
tract into which the Hall Switch and 
Signal Co. has entered for the manu-. 
acture of shrapnel for the allies is the 
most favorable yet placed with that 
company, and also one of the best re- 
ceived by the American railway equip- 
ment companies, inasmuch as it calls 
for the manufacture of the entire shrap- 
nel, with the exception of the fuse and 
the charge. ~- 

In that respect the order ts similar to 
some of those placed with Canadian 
companies, including the National Steel 
Car Co. Two other contracts placed 
with the company in recent weeks called 
for the manufacture of shrapnel parts. 
Work on these contracts has already 
begun. The new order calis for 1,000,000 
shells. 

In the wide variety of the eoders from 
abroad which have reached the Pressed 
Steel Car Co., there have been included 
box cars and hoppers, car building tools 
and machinery for Russia, steel pon- 
toons for bridges for Belgium, steel ties 

Greece, which, in times of peace, 
would probably have been supplied by 
Belgium or Germany, and shell -forging» 
for British and French consignment. 

The operations of the company are 
now past the 90 per cent capacity Mark 
and -hould reach % per cent next 
month. The car orders from Russia 
alone amount to $15,000,000. When de- 
livery of the cars was begun .a few 
months ago, at Viadivostok, for assem- 
bling in the shops in that port, there 
was also delivered a heavy consignment 
of car building tools. 

For the first time in the history of 
the sugar trade, Switzerland has be- 
come a buyer from the United States, 
having yesterday purchased 1000 tons of 
granulated sugar from the Federal 
Sugar Refining Co. Hitherto Switzer- 
land has procured her sugar. from 
Austria-Hungary and Germany..

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ARCHITECTS OFFER 
- SUBSTITUTE IDEAS 
FOR PARKWAY PLAN 


———- 


Broad Thoroughfares From 
Twelfth to South and North 
Sides Are Proposed. 


Suggestions for the straightening and 
widening of streets, to afford broad 
highways from North and South St. 
Louis to Twelfth street, and better di- 
rect communication between the twv 
sections, were offered last night by 
members of the St. Luuls chapter, Amer- 


ican Institute of Architects, at the West 
End Hotel, as their substitute for the 
Central Parkway plan, which the archi- 
tects helped to defeat. Their talks were 
made before the West End Business 
Men’s Association. 

The speakers made it clear that the 
architects, as a body, have not formed 
a comprehensive plan, and do not ex- 
pect to do so. The ideas submitted were 
those of the individual speakers. 

Cc. P. Strother, introducing the speak- 
ers, said the architects had been in- 
strumental in defeating the Parkway, 
holding that something better in city 
improvement was possible. He said he 
hoped they would now tell what the 
better plan was. 


Criticises Parkway Plan. 

Louis La Beaume read a paper which 
began with a satirical reference to cer- 
tain features of the Parkway plan, con- 
tinued with a history of city planning 
in America and Europe, and then said, 
as to the future: . 

“What we ask is that a serious stu- 

dy of the needs of St. Louis in every 
aspect be made. Before a line is drawn 
a vast amount of data must be coi- 
lected and digested. Then a plan should 
be worked out on paper which would ul- 
timately benefit every section ofthe 
city, and make access from point to 
point easy and direct. It is not pro- 
posed to design an ideal city and at- 
tempt to achieve it regardless of cost 
We don’t propose to cut and slash like 
drunken sailors on a holiday. The fea- 
sible and the practical must be con- 
stantly borne in mind.”’ 
_ He added that the city plan would 
never be completely carried out, and 
might be subject to modifications from 
time to time. 

E, J. Russell began by saying that it 
was not the architects’ business to mako 
a city plan. This should be done by 
the City Plan Commission, he said, and 
the money necessary should be provided 
by the city. He offered certain definite 
ideas of his own, however. 

He told how Philadelphia had .taken 
30 years for the widening of Chestnut 
street, but had finally accomplished the 
widening. This was done by re- 
quiring that new buildings should stand 
back a certain distance from ‘the curb. 
In this way, the natural growth of the 
city finally left the way clear. He’pro- 
posed that this be done for Olive stree!. 
from Twelfth street west to Grand ave- 
nue. 

Russell declared a plaza in front of 
Union Station to be a necessity. He 
said Washington avenue should be 
widened, under the ordinance already 
enacted, and that a connection should 
be made between it and the northwest 
thoroughtarcs, Page boulevard and Eas- 
ton avenue, which would give those 
streets a direct outlet downtown. The 
same should be done for Gravois av- 
enue, he said, by the cutting of a con- 
nection through three city blocks, and 
the widening of the street as far as 
Grand avenue.

Picnicking Instead of Fighting. 
Now, in front of the cafes, in the 
parks and particularly on the trams 
and trains bound countryward, gay par- 
ties of artists in earth-stained regimen- 
tals and models in their bravest best.

Attorney-General Says Same 
Rule of Law Applies as in 
Missouri 2-Cent Suits.

ug. 12.—The State of 


Kansas he collect the $8326. paid by 
the Kansas Natural Gas Co. to John H. 
Dawson, former Attorney-General, for 
services rendered the receivers in the 
long litigation, over the control of the 
gas properties. 

S. M. Brewster, Attorney-General, 
wrote an opinion to Gov. Capper today 
that he could find no way by which the 
State could recover the fees paid 10 
Dawson or the other attorneys wh? 
were acting as assistant. Attorney-Gen- 
erals. 

The Attorney-General held that the 
same rule of law applied to Kansas in 
this case as was determined in the Mis- 
souri suit, by which the State attempt- 
ed to recover from the railroads the ex- 
cess passenger fare collected by the 
roads while the 2-cent fare law was in 
litigation. The State is prohibited from 
acting for others in the collection of 
debts. 

The Governor was informed that the 
creditors of the Kansas Natural Gas 
Co. could have stopped the payment o* 
the big fees if they had so desired, as 
they could have brought an appeal to 
the Supreme Court on the ground that 
the fees were too high. But this was 
not done and the time limit has al- 
ready expired. 

In regard to the $5000 fee paid to Daw- 
son in th> anti-trust suit, the Attorney- 
General held that the law specially gave 
this fee to the Attorney-General for 
successfully prosecuting the anti-trust 
suit and the fees assessed as part of 
the punishment.

STEAMBOAT INSPECTION RULES 
ORDERED CHANGED BY REDFIELD 


New Regulations Follow Inquiry Into 
Sinking of the Eastland at 
Chicago. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—Changes in 
the rules and regulations of the steam- 
Loat inspection service and the appoint- 
ment of a special committee to recom- 
mend steps for safeguarding passenger 
traffic on the Great Lakes, have been 
ordered by Secretary Redfield of the De- 
partment of Commerce, as a result of 
his investigation of the BHastland dis- 

aster at Chicago. 

New regulation will be based upon the 
report of the board of the inquiry, which 
vith Secretary Redfield conducted the 
luvestigation and recommended the fol- 
lowing: 

“Increases in passenger-carrying per- 
mits must be issued by inspectors only 
after personal inspection of the vessel, 
cf which inspection a written record 
shall be made.

HEAVY MORTGAG 


PUT ON PROPERTY 
OF HU. G. LUYTIES 


Widow Who Sued Him Fears 
She Will Have to Bring ‘‘So- 
ciety Women” Into Case. 


While Attorney Charles M. Hay, for- 
merly of Fulton, Mo., and his client, 
Mrs. Kathleen E. Gowdy, late of Los 
Angeles, were receiving a second relay 
of reporters at the Hotel Jefferson to- 
day, records at the ne af, 
showed that heavy mortgages were be- 
ing placed on the property of Herman 
Cc. G. Luyties of 36 Portland place, 
against whom Mrs. Gowdy yesterday 
filed a $250,000 breach of promise suit. 


Deeds of trust on Luyties’ Port- 
land place home and on property at 
Forest Park boulevard and _ Boyle 
avenue were filed in the Recorder’s 
office yesterday. 

The property at 36 Portland place, 
with a frontage of 92 feet, is shown 
by one of the deeds to have been 
mortgaged for $15,000. The deed also 
shows there was a prior mortgage 
of $25,000 on this property. 

The other deed is for $10,000 on the 
Forest Park boulevard property, sub- 
ject to a former mortgage of $16,000. 
The property has a frontage of 500 feet 

The Herman C. G. Luyties Realty Co. 
is named as the maker of the deeds, 
for the benefit of the Title Guaranty 
Trust Co., through Thomas J. Sheridan, 
an employe of the trust company. 

Mra. Gowdy Is a Blonde. 

Mrs. Gowdy is a blonde, with hair 
of an auburn tinge. She is under the 
average height and slender, with 
blue, smiling eyes veiled by long 
lashes. When she received reporters 
today she was wearing a smart, 
white taflored hat, lined with black, 
a transparent white crepe waist, tail- 
ored skirt, white silk stockings and 
patent leather pumps. She wore large 
pea¥Fl and black earrings. 

Much as she would regret to do it. 
Mrs. Gowdy said, she fears it will be 
necessary for jher to name “another 
woman” if her case goes to trial. She 
describes this woman as being of social 


ties would keep his promise to marry 
her but for the fact that he believes the 
“other woman” has a prior claim on 
him. . 

In an interview given to reporters in 
the presence of her attorney last night, 
Mrs. Gowdy told of her relations with 
Luyties. 

After making the reporters comfort- 
able, Mrs. Gowdy said: ‘The pitiless 
publicity that comes to me as a result 
of my dreadful experience is the hard- 
est ordeal of my life.’ 

Mrs. Gowdy, protesting that’ she 
shrank from idle gossip, gave publicity 
to several details of her relations with 


| Luyties which were not included in her 


breach of promise petition. 

A woman who assisted in receiving the 
reporters was introduced by Mrs. Gowdy 
as her sister, who, she said, was the 
Marchioness Janelli, widow of an Ital- 
jan nobleman. 

Tells of His Departure. 

Mrs. Gowdy said Luyties left her in 
the Portland place home more than a 
month ago and has not returned. A 
short time before he departed, she said, 
he had an excited conversation over the 
telephone with a woman whose photo- 
graph he had and after this he grew 
cold toward her. One afternoon, she 
said, he came home apparently greatly 
agitated and said to her: 

“My .God! I can’t marry all these 
women.”’ 

Soon after this Luyties departed from 
St. Louis. 

Mrs. Gowdy said she first met Luyties 
at the Planters Hotel nine years ago. 
At that time she was separated from 
her husband, H. A. Gowdy of Minneapo- 
lis, who has since died. 

She was introduced to Luyties and 
Mrs. Luyties by Mrs. F. H. Weems of 
Quincy, Ill., she said, and she and Mrs. 
Luyties hecame close friends, exchang- 
ing visits and letters. 

Mrs. Gowdy told the reporters that, 
while traveling in Italy, about four 
years ago, she received a letter from 
Luyties, in which he told her of his do- 
mestic troubles. He wrote that he was 
living apart from his wife and would 
soon be free and he asked her when she 
would return to America. She did not 
answer this letter, she said, because of 
her friendship for Mrs. Luyties. 

Says He Called on Her. 

While Mrs. Luytics’ divorce suit was 
pending Mrs. Gowdy returned to the 
United States. Luyties, she said, calle: 
on her at her home near Los Angeles 
and became excited when he learned 
she was engaged to marry a rich Cali- 
fornian. 

After his wife obtained a divorce, she 
said, Luyties again presséd his atten- 
tions on her, with the result that she 
agreed to come to §t. Louis and visit 
him in his home, on his aessurance that 
his sister would be there to act as a 
chaperon. 

Arriving here, she said, she found 
Luyties’ sister was not at the home, 
the only other member of the family 
there, besides Luyties, being Luyties’ 
16-year-oid son, of whom, Mrs. Gowdy 
gaid, she grew to be very fond. 

Mrs. Gowdy said Luyties induced her

OF PICTURESQUE 
BOOKSELLER ENDS 


Phillip Roeder, Found to Be of}: 


Unsound Mind, Had Conduct- 
ed Store 40 Years. 


A picturesque figure known to St. 
Louis buyers of books passed from 
active business life yesterday when 
the Probate Court declared Philip 


Roeder, veteran bookseller, to be of 
unsound mind and appointed two 
guardians to take charge of his busi- 
ness. Roeder had been in the book 
business in St. Louis for about 40 
years, 

His mental breakdown followed an 
attack of paralysis last March, 
ascribed by his friends to overwork. 
It was his practice to open his store 
each morning and to lock it up at 
night. He was never known to take 
a vacation and while his real estate 
ownings ‘required considerable at- 
tention, he always seemed to be- 
grudge any call that took him from 
his books. 


Native of Germany. 
Roeder will be 70 years old in Decem- 


ber. Of recent years he has been living 
with his daughter, Mrs. Oscar Dunham, 
at 1700 Carr street. Dunham and his 
other son-in-law, Louis F. Abel, have 
been appointed guardians. His estate 
is valued at upward of $25,000. 

Roeder came to this country from Ger- 
many with his parents when he was 
about 10 years old. He attended school 
in the old Laclede School, at Seventh 
and Poplar streets, and his first employ- 
ment was in the book store of Willie 
Gray, at Third and Olive streets. At 
the outbreak of the Civil War Gray 
enlisted and Roeder was left in charge 
of the store. 

After the war Roeder decided to start 
in busjness for himself and opened his 
first store at Second and Olive streets, 
later moving to Fourth and Olive, where 
the Rialto Building now stands. 

Incorporates His Business. 

For 20 years he remained in this 

neighborhood, the last 10 of which 


Then he moved his store to 
616 Locust street, the present site 
of a part of the Railway Exchange 
Building, and about four years,ago 
he again moved to the present site 
at 703 Locust street.
